nesday the government of Finland 
announced that it had withdrawn 
Its troops from iheir ticklish posi- 
tions on the border and was ready 
to arbitrate any misunderstanding 
It was too late, though, said the 
Soviet foreign minister Molotofl, 
Russia's patience had been tried 
a bit too far Thursday, the capital 
of Finland was bombed

It was this In 1917. just before 
the Russian revolution. Finland 
was a part of czarist Russia, but 
the Finns were dissatisfied. Their 
local legislature declared that it 
would no longer be subservient to 
tbe rule of Romanovs Most of 
Jolshevists. the 
which later brought 
the revolution in Russia 
They went ahead and set up their 
own little state, but it turned out 
that Bolshevists didn't control their 
government a', all. because a shrewd 
group of capitalists seized the op- 
port unity and set up a government 
of their own They collected a 
•mail army of followers and pro- 
reeded to execute anyone who did 
not agree The Bolshevists were 
frantic with rage and resisted with 
ail their collective might even in 
the face of 12.000 German troops 
which were sent to the aid cf the 
capitalistic element, troops which 
the kaiser was glad to send aeamrt 
his antagonist at that lme Ihc 
Reds were massacred by the thous- 
ands and their comrad»s never lor- 
got the incident They swore to 
get even with this capitalistic gcv- 
die in :he a. tempt 
wrote. "Thr Finnish oour- 
which has strangled thous- 
ands of Finnish workers during 
the White Terror, knows that it 
will never be forgiven for having 
done so. when it is no longer backed 
by German bayonets which enabled 
it to do so at present."

Questionnaires concerning the 
updergraauates outlook on the hon- 
or question will be distributed to- 
morrow by the campus service group 
of the YWCA to occupants of or- 
ganized residence houses and to va- 
rious students dwelling in town, it 
was announced yesterday by Miss 
Doris Seward, secretary of the or- 
ganization. 

The program is part of the YW's 
survey of the honor at the Univer- 
,4ry. according to a statement by 
Miss Seward. The results of the 
poll will be tabulated and made 
available to all students. 

Miss Seward emphasized the fact 
that the identity of the individual 
or group answering the questions 
Tv-ill not be known, even by the con- 
ductors of the survey themselves, 
thus assuring the student complete 
privacy. 

It was announced that a box will 
be placed in the YM office into 
wnich students are to deposit their 
filled-out questionnaires. 

The questions deal mainly with 
cheating on examinations, ghost 
v.riting and other such subjects of 
collegiate honor.

SMITH TO REVIKIt

NOTE At this particular time when 
the student body is undertaking to make 
a success ot a newlw, adopted form of 
student government, and when the more 
conscientious nf the campus population 
are wondering )u»r what are Its chances 
-if survival. I lelt that the time was Si- 
ting for a thorough research into ihe 
subject » history Thin paper is the result 

the various publications ol I lie (nr. »rsitv. 
both nt the graduate and the undergradu- 
ate variety 

My findings might be summartred thus: 
in the matter of aelf-goye 
students who have attended 
sily in the past 73 years hare 
they were and are typical Kenteickians -- 
I.e.. thetr efforts have been directed more 
energetically toward the political aspects 
of the subject than toward the actual 
pursuance of constructive undergraduate 
sdmliiLstration, itaeU. 

When the University of Kentucky 
was founded in 1866. most of the 
student body were Southerners 
who had been directly affected by 
the great Civil War which had been 
brought to a close only a short 
time before The result of this con- 
dition is best pointed exit in the 
following words of James K Pat- 
terson, former president. 

The general breakdown of in- 
stitutions for higher learning In 
the South in consequence of the 
war brought many students from 
Missouri. Texas. Louisiana. Missis- 
sippi. Alabama. Georgia. Tennessee. 
North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina As a rule they were young 
men of maturity, whose education 
had been Interrupted four years be- 
fore. 

" . As a rule most of them 
having se»en military service, foot- 
ball, baseball, dances and banquets 
must have seemed to the hardy, 
ambitious but impecunious matri- 
culates of those days sadly out of 
place and a criminal waste of time 
and money. They found ample 
recreation and amusement coupled 
with instruction in military train- 
ing and manual labor." 

This state of mind prooaoly ac- 
counts for the fact that there was 
very little effort made to establish 
any recognizable form of student 
government until approximately 
1880. 

In that year there was estab- 
lished, as far as it can be ascer- 
tained from University histories, a 
system of class officers Each group 
elected its own president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer 
with an occasional orator or poet 
thrown in for good measure. These 
officials were elected, as a rule, in 
class convocation and bv open bal- 
lot. 

The great bulk of the student 
government of the time was ad- 
ministered, it .seems, by the Uni- 
versity authorities. The best ac- 
count of this system is given bv 
University Historian Robert Peter 
who writes as follows: 

"When the University of Ken- 
tucky was organized in 1866. it was 
presumed that every one qualified 
to enter as a student . will have 
some acquaintance with the first 
principles of morality, propriety, 
ard decorum, and that it will there- 
fore be unnecessary to prescribe a 
full and complete code of specific 
rules and regulations But it will 
be expected of every student . . J 
'There follows a list of 17 general 
requirements, most interesting of 
which are these: ■ 

"il> That a student attetj :n 
exhibition of immoral tendai'.c;. . no 
racefield. theatre, circus .billle.d- 
saloon. bar-room or tippling-hoes.- 

"t2i That he neither keep in Ma 
possession nor use fire-arms, a dirk, 
a a bowie-knife, nor any other kind 
of deadly weapon 

"There were sundry other rules 
prohibiting the use of liquor or 
profanity, or gambling or any other 
thing unbecoming a tentleman.' " 

These University rulings, together 
with the somewhat flimsy class 
officer system, constituted practic- 
ally all of the existing student gov- 
ernment until about 1900 

By the turn of the century, there 
had arisen on the campus a de- 
cided interest in student govern- 
ment with the result that the class 
officer system was strengthened 
and expanded. 

According to the 1901 edition of 
the Kentuckian. campus yearbook 
each class elected the following 
officials: a president, vice-presi- 
dent . secretary - treasurer, orator, 
and a class representative, whose 
duty it seemed to be to act as a 
sort of mediator between the fac- 
ulty and his classmates. 

By 1909 several more officers had 
been added to each class, consist- 
ing of a prophet, poet, giftorian. 
historian, grumbler and athletic 
representative These must have 
been looked upon with relative im- 
portance by the students, for the 
Kentuckian of that year took great

Although The Idea rei>orted the 
const it ut ion as "functioning re- 
markably well. " all was not perfect, 
for two amendments were made 
within .six weeks of its adoption. 
The firs; allowed for the dismissal 
by men ol men found guiliy of 
cheating .and of women by wom- 
. en. The other permitted ten mem- 
'ben, of the committee to pass by- 
laws defining definitely what con- 
stituted "dishonorable conduct." 

Although the Executive Commit- 
tee was the outstanding i>hasc by 
far of the student government sys- 
' tern, class officers were still elected 
annually All elections were held 
in the University chapel m the form 
of mass meetings, as had been done 
in the preceding years However, 
by this time, the secret ballot had 
come into use 

This system of government went 
well for a period of about five years. 
During that lime there were devol- 
oped a rather large number of cam- 
pus leaders, several of whom were, 
in themselves, very interesting per- 
sonalities. 

Undoubtedly the most colorful 
and outstanding of these pioneer 
Eig Men on the Campus was an 
individual named Stonewall Jack- 
son. Obviously a namesake of the 
immortal Confederate general, he 
seems to have made it his ambition 
to live up to the name of his fiery 
predecessor. His name, incidentally, 
was spelled without quotation marks 
-Stonewall being his baptismal ap- 



pellation Stonewall was not only I 
a typical example of the campus 
leader he was. from all indlca 
tions. the most colorful personality 
ol the decade 1910-1920 

But despite the efforts of the 
Stonewall Jacksons and other lead- 
ers of such caliber, the Student 
Government Organization gradu- ' 
allv decreased in effectiveness and I 
the students grew less interested, t 

The reason for this decline is 
pointed ou: by Dr Merry Lewis 
Pence in his History of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, as follows: 

•The organization is not men- 
tioned in any school catalog after 
that of 1915. Its efforts did not 
result in satisfactory success, due 
in most part, it seems, to the fact 
that some of the professors and 
other instructors were reticent in 
reporting cases of misconduct and 
also lax in voting for duly prescribed 
punishment "
